DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
2/26/2009. Claims 1-4 and 13-21 are currently pending in the application. An action 
follows below: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 and 13-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to an interactive holographic input device. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features a holographic generation 
system including a laser, first and second beam splitters, imager for producing a 
holographic image, reception device for receiving the interference pattern of the 
holographic image and a second interference pattern, and a computer for calculating 
differences between the holographic image interference pattern and the second 
interference pattern for determining the location of an object interacting with the 
holographic image . The closest prior art, Arnon (UPN: 6650318), O'Brien (USPN: 
6031519), Beni et al. (USPN: 4871252), and Sharnoff et al. (USPN: 5216527) disclose 
holographic generation systems, holographic interface systems and systems for 
measuring the position of an object using holograms, either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
